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Success  Marks  Pre'Induction  Program 


Civilian  Defense 
Likely  To  Serve 
On  Soldier  Vote 

Yhe  prospect  that  Civilian 
Defense  will  play  an  important 
role  in  Pennsylvania’s  effort  to 
give  every  service  man  and 
woman  an  opportunity  to  vote 
loomed  large  early  this  month 
as  plans  were  prepared  for  a 
Special  Session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

Subject  to  approval  of  the 
law-makers  when  they  are 
called  into  session,  fixed  for 
May  1,  it  appeared  likely  that 
Block  Leaders  and  other  Civil- 
ian Defense  workers  would  be 
called  on  to  make  a door-to- 
door  canvass  to  obtain  the 
names  and  addresses  of  persons 
in  the  service. 

The  canvass  probably  will  be 
conducted  on  a special  day  set 
aside  by  Governor  Martin.  The 
names  and  addresses  would 
then  be  reported  to  local  elec- 
tion officials  and  later  checked 
by  county  boards  of  election  to 
eliminate  duplicates  and  ineli- 
gibles.  Absentee  ballots  would 
then  be  mailed  out  by  the 
counties. 

The  purpose  of  the  Special 
Session,  as  indicated  by  Gov- 
ernor Martin  following  confer- 
ences with  legislative  leaders,  is 
to  spare  persons  in  service  the 
trouble  of  registering  and  ap- 
plying for  an  absentee  ballot, 
as  required  by  legislation  en- 
acted in  1941. 

Included  in  the  liberalized 
voting  plan  would  be  not  only 
members  of  the  armed  forces 
but  also  representatives  of  Red 
Cross,  U.S.O.,  Merchant  Marine, 
Society  of  Friends  and  the 
wasp’s  who  are  engaged  in 
active  war  service. 

Dr.  Ralph  Cooper  Hutchison, 
Executive  Director  of  the  SCD, 
has  pointed  out  that  the  pro- 
posal must  not  be  considered 
final  until  approved  by  the  Leg- 
islature, but  he  recommended 
. that  Councils  of  Defense  pre- 
A pare  to  carry  out  any  assign- 
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THIRD  BIRTHDAY 

April  17,  the  third  an- 
niversary of  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense,  will  find  the 
Council  still  Ijusy  directing 
its  vast  program  and  also 
preparing  to  assume  any 
new  responsibilities  which 
the  Special  Session  of  the 
Legislature  may  assign. 

The  Council  was  created 
on  April  17,  1941,  by  proc- 
lamation of  the  Governor, 
a month  after  the  enabling 
legislation  had  been  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly. 

The  past  year  has  been 
marked  by  increased  empha- 
sis on  the  War  Services 
branch  of  Civilian  Defense. 
It  also  has  seen  the  state- 
wide Civilian  Defense  en- 
rollment rise  to  a new  peak 
of  more  than  1,500,000. 


Allentown  Plans 
Meeting  For  900 

Gen.  Frank  D.  Beary,  chair- 
man of  Lehigh  County  Council 
of  Defense,  has  announced  that 
the  first  Pre-Induction  meeting 
will  be  held  on  Apr.  13  in  the 
Lyric  Theatre,  Allentown. 

“We  selected  this  date,”  said 
General  Beary,  “because  nearly 
all  of  the  900  men  who  re- 
ceived first  induction  notices 
in  March  will  still  be  home  on 
that  date,  and  we  will  also 
reach  the  new  April  group.” 

In  addition  to  several  meet- 
ings each  month.  General 
Beary  has  arranged  to  have 
draftees  bring  questions  to  the 
Control  Center  office  on  Thurs- 
day nights. 


Meetings  In  27  Counties; 

Centers  Operated  Also 

With  Pre-Induction  meetings  already  held  or  scheduled 
in  27  counties  and  Information  Centers  set  up  in  six  other 
areas,  Pennsylvania  has  moved  into  the  forefront  in  this  new 
Civilian  Defense  program  of  service  for  prospective  draftees. 

“Our  program  has  met  with  gratifying  success,”  said  Mrs. 
Walter  Spofford,  of  the  SCD  War  Services  staff,  who  is  in 
charge,  “County  Chairmen  are  accepting  the  opportunity 
to  aid  the  draftees  with  great  enthusiasm. 

“To  take  part  in  one  of  these 
meetings,  to  look  into  the  earn- 
est faces  of  the  men  who  are 
leaving  dependents  and  prob- 
lems of  re-adjustment  behind 
them,  is  to  realize  the  need. 

Interest  Is  High 

“On  several  occasions  they 
have  had  to  turn  out  the  lights 
at  the  end  of  a three-hour 
session  so  that  a tired  janitor 
could  close  the  buildings.” 

Instead  of  holding  meetings, 

Philadelphia  and  five  commun- 
ities in  Montgomery  County 
have  opened  Information  Cen- 
ters where  inductees  may  have 
their  questions  answered  either 
in  person  or  by  telephone.  In 
the  first  two  weeks,  Philadel- 
phia’s six  centers  handled  ap- 
proximately 600  interviews. 

A large  proportion  of  the  local 
inductees  has  turned  out  in 
nearly  every  place  where  meet- 
ings were  held.  At  Lewistown, 

115  out  of  130  called  for  induc- 
tion were  present,  and  at  Hunt- 
ingdon 67  out  of  68  attended. 

Many  Speakers 

Representatives  of  the  Army 
or  Navy,  or  both,  from  the 
nearest  induction  centers  have 
participated  in  all  the  meetings. 

A typical  group  of  speakers  was 
that  at  the  Philipsburg  meeting 
where  Major  E.  T.  Eaker,  Com-

600  Interviewed 
At  Phila.  Centers 

Operation  of  six  Pre-Induc- 
tion information  centers  by 
Philadelphia  Council  of  Defense 
has  proved  highly  successful, 
reports  Judge  Harry  S.  Mc- 
Devitt,  chairman. 

Within  two  weeks  after  the 
centers  were  opened  on  March 
15,  approximately  600  inter- 
views were  given  by  volunteers 
who  had  been  coached  in  prob- 
lems faced  by  prospective  in- 
ductees in  the  Army,  Navy, 
Marines  and  Coast  Guard.  In 
addition,  scores  of  telephone 
calls  were  received. 

Posters  were  displayed  show- 
ing the  location  of  the  centers 
and  advisin'g  inductees  and 
their  families  that  full  informa- 
tion was  available  on  family 
allotments,  housing  facilities, 
and  all  other  problems  faced 
by  inductees. 

Each  volimteer  is  supplied 
with  a complete  reference 
guide  so  that  if  questions  arise 
which  cannot  be  answered  at 
the  center,  the  information  may 
be  obtained  by  telephone  direct 
from  military  authorities. 

The  centers,  which  are  lo- 
cated at  the  Council  of  Defense 
headquarters  and  five  Volim- 
teer  Offices,  are  in  charge  of 
Marie  B.  DeBacker,  co-chair- 
man of  C.D.V.O. 

Draft  boards  in  the  city  are 
cooperating  by  notifying  regis- 
trants of  the  service  rendered 
at  the  centers.  Notification 
cards,  supplied  by  the  Council 
of  Defense,  are  placed  in  all 
letters  sent  out  by  the  boards 
to  registrants. 
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Father  Draft 

To  Spur  Child  Care 

The  drafting  of  young  fath- 
ers is  creating  a serious  need 
for  more  Child  Care  Centers  in 
Pennsylvania,  according  to  Mrs. 
Benjamin  Ludlow,  Director  of 
Child  Care  for  the  SCD. 

The  mothers  of  one  or  two 
small  children,  she  said,  do  not 
find  it  possible  economically  to 
carry  on  home  obligations  while 
their  husbands  are  in  the  serv- 
ice. 

The  Montgomery  County 
Council  of  Defense  has  had  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Towne  on  its  staff  for  six 
months  to  study  child  care 
needs  and  as  a result  plans  are 
being  laid  for  seven  Centers. 
The  State  Council  is  now  work- 
ing with  her  in  establishing 
these  Centers.  She  has  also 
been  in  contact  with  existing 
day  nurseries  and  private  nurs- 
eries. 

Beaver  County  has  deter- 
mined a need  for  three  Centers 
and  Bucks  County  is  planning 
one,  as  is  Johnstown.  An  ap- 
plication for  Federal  funds  for 
three  Centers  has  been  filed  by 
Scranton. 

With  the  help  of  Child  Care 
Committees,  many  Teen  Age 
Centers  have  been  opened  and 
are  serving  thousands  of  young- 
sters 13  to  17,  Mrs.  Ludlow  said.

Awards  Represent 
21  Million  Hours 

A total  of  26,145  Service 
Bars  — representing  21,838,500 
volunteer  hours — were  award- 
ed in  Pennsylvania  up  to  March 
29,  reports  Mrs.  E.  A.  Van 
Valkenburg,  SCD  official  in 
charge. 

While  the  aggregate  hours 
represented  by  the  awards  is 
an  impressive  figure,  it  in  no 
way  approaches  the  actual  total 
of  hours  given  by  all  of  the 
State’s  C.  D.  volunteers,  for  it 
does  not  include  persons  who 
have  served  less  than  500  hours.

REALISTIC  VIEW 

A warning  that  civilians 
should  view  the  recent  favor- 
able war  news  “calmly,  logic- 
ally, and  realistically”  i s 
sounded  by  Rear  Admiral  C. 
H.  Woodward,  retired  Naval 
Officer,  speaking  as  a private 
citizen. 

“There  has  never  been  any  doubt 
about  our  ability  to  take  it  when 
the  going  was  rough,”  he  said.  “Un- 
like the  Germans,  defeat  only  makes 
us  more  dangerous.  We  proved  that 
in  previous  wars'  and  we  proved  It 
again  In  this  one  by  the  way  we 
rallied  as  a nation  after  Pearl  Har- 
bor and  Bataan. 

“But  today  the  question  Is  whether 
or  not  we  can  take  It  when  we  have 
to  face  success.  Have  we  the  will- 
power to  stand  up  to  good  news  as 
well  as  bad?  Have  we  the  mature 
judgment  to  accept  the  winning  of 
a few  battles  without  exaggerating 
their  Importance  to  the  war  as  a 
whole?” 

The  territory  we  have  retaken  from 
the  Axis  is  small  compared  to  their 
total  conquests,  Admiral  Woodward 
pointed  out.

A new  campaign  for  rag  col- 
lections with  an  initial  goal  of 
20,000,000  pounds  during  April, 
has  been  launched  by  the  SCD 
Advisory  Salvage  Committee. 

“Virtually  all  rag  production 
today  is  for  war  purposes,”  said 
Colley  S.  Baker,  Committee 
Secretary.  “The  Army  and 
Navy,  as  well  as  war  plants, 
are  demanding  more  wiping 
cloths  than  the  industry  is 
able  to  provide.” 

Meanwhile,  the  critical  need 
for  waste  paper  continues  and 
the  State’s  goal  for  April  is 
50,000  net  tons.  In  February 
the  State  collected  only  61%  of 
its  quota.

manding  Officer,  and  Chief 
Petty  Officer  Morandi,  of  the 
Altoona  Induction  Station,  took 
part  along  with  leaders  of  the 
local  draft  boards,  schools.  Red 
Cross,  V.F.W.  and  American 
Legion. 

In  many  cases,  local  Councils 
of  Defense  have  reproduced 
one  or  more  short  leaflets  from 
the  OCD  publication  “Introduc- 
tion To  The  Armed  Forces”  for 
distribution  at  the  meetings. 
They  also  have  distributed 
copies  of  “Soldiers’  Pay  and 
Privileges,”  a mimeographed 
sheet  furnished  by  the  SCD. 

Question  periods  at  the  close 
of  the  meetings  have  proved 
very  popular  everywhere  with 
both  inductees  and  their  fam- 
ilies joining  in. 

At  York  where  200  attended 
the  first  meeting  in  spite  of  ad- 
verse weather  the  Council  of 
Defense  has  printed  a 24-page 
pamphlet  containing  10  of  the 
OCD  leaflets.  C.  D.  Dutrow, 
Executive  Secretary  of  York 
City-County  Council  of  De- 
fense, has  arranged  to  make 
these  pamphlets  available  to 
other  local  councils  if  desired 
at  $37.50  per  thousand. 

State  Is  Leader 

Evidence  of  the  progress  be- 
ing made  by  Pennsylvania  was 
noted  at  an  Eastern  Area  War 
Services  conference  sponsored 
by  the  OCD  in  Washington  last 
month.  Many  other  States  re- 
quested information  on  Penn- 
sylvania’s program  for  adop- 
tion in  their  own  areas. 


Another  evidence  of  leader- 
ship was  seen  when  Time  Mag- 
azine sent  an  observer  to  Penn- 
sylvania and  Michigan  to  ob- 
tain material  for  a write-up  on 
the  nation’s  Pre-Induction  ac- 
tivities. He  attended  Harris- 
burg’s third  meeting,  which  was 
held  April  5. 

In  developing  Pennsylvania’s 
program,  Mrs.  Spofford  has 
worked  closely  with  A.  Boyd 
Hamilton,  SCD  Deputy  Direc- 
tor; Lt.  Col.  G.  N.  Flegal,  State 
Selective  Service  Hdqs.;  Col. 
Erank  A.  Weber,  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral’s Office;  Major  Howard  E. 
Bowman,  Governor’s  Office;  Dr. 
Francis  B.  Haas  and  Dr.  G. 
Franklin  Stover,  Department  of 
Public  Instruction;  and  Capt. 
H.  L.  Dotson,  Pre-Induction  Of- 
ficer, Third  Service  Command. 

Once  A Month 

Most  communities  are  plan- 
ning their  meetings  at  intervals 
of  about  one  month  to  coincide 
with  local  dates  of  induction. 
Printed  notices  are  sent  out  by 
local  draft  boards  with  the  reg- 
ular induction  notices.  Films 
obtained  from  the  Third  Serv- 
ice Command  are  shown  at  the 
meetings. 

In  some  counties  a central 
meeting  is  held  in  the  county- 
seat.  Northampton  County, 
however,  is  sponsoring  meet- 
ings in  each  of  five  areas,  Cam- 
bria County  has  arranged  meet- 
ings in  two  areas,  and  Centre 
County  has  arranged  for  meet- 
ings in  three  communities. 
Most  meetings  are  held  in  school 
auditoriums. 

In  Williamsport  and  Warren 

where  Pre-Induction  activities

In  Clean-Up  Move 

Victory  Gardeners  in  31 
counties  have  been  asked  to 
clean-up  all  plant  refuse  dur- 
ing the  week  of  April  10  to  15 
to  avoid  serious  damage  by 
corn  borers  next  summer. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Eliason,  SCD 
Victory  Garden  Chairman,  is 
cooperating  with  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  Miles  Horst  in  the 
clean-up  campaign,  which  is 
centered  in  counties  where  last 
year’s  infestation  was  the 
greatest  in  history. 

Meanwhile,  plans  for  “bigger 
and  better”  Victory  Gardens 
are  taking  shape  all  over  the 
State.  Lancaster  plans  to  in- 
crease its  community  plots  this 
year  from  1300  to  1500.  In 
Wilkes-Barre,  the  demand  for 
plots  exceeds  last  year’s  and 
county-owned  land  alone  will 
be  made  available  for  300  gar- 
deners. In  Carlisle,  the  owner 
of  a four-acre  tract  has  agreed 
to  its  use  by  gardeners  for  a 
second  year,  and  in  Allentown 
all  owners  of  vacant  lots  have 
been  asked  to  donate  them  for 
community  plots. 


FOOD  COURSE 

A three-day  short  course  on 
food  preservation  has  been  an- 
nounced by  Pennsylvania  State 
College  for  June  8,  9,  and  10. 
The  sessions,  to  be  held  at  State 
College,  are  open  to  leaders  of 
community  canning  centers, 
homemakers,  and  teachers.

Model  For  Nation

and  advantages  afforded  by  the 
Army.  With  such  a back- 
ground the  inductee  enters  the 
Army  in  the  right  frame  of 
mind,  and  the  job  of  training 
him  is  less  difficult.  Through 
the  Program  outlined  in  this 
bulletin.  Defense  Councils  and 
other  Civilian  agencies  are  lay- 
ing the  groundwork  for  speedy 
and  effective  orientation  to 
Army  life.” 

Lt.  Gen.  A.  A.  Vandergrift, 

Commandant,  U.  S.  Marine 
Corps:  “The  Marine  Corps 

recognizes  the  value  of  offering 
the  prospective  inductee  and 
his  relatives  and  friends  the 
type  of  information  service  de- 
scribed in  this  handbook.  Now 
that  fathers  are  being  inducted 
in  increasing  niimbers,  it  is 
particularly  important  that 
accurate  and  authentic  sources 
of  information  and  assistance 
be  provided.
